- The money order oflicc is a fair Hpeciraen 
of ' the work which is daily performed at 
St Martin's-le-Gi-jiid ; though tho hardest 
.worked of all the branches of the post-offlce 
. .aro;the savings hank and telegraph depart- 
ments. In the money order office there arc 
about sixty clerks constantly employed — 
namely, forty establislied clerks and twen- 
ty " writers." About forty of these clerks 
tind writers are called ' ' examiners," and 
their duty is to examine, check, correct 
nnd certify tho daily accounts of all the 
nnof.Tnnaf^ra it) tha kiiigdoKi ;" and 
mention that each postmaster sends in to 
the chief office daily abont seven separate 
accoants, all of which have to bo carefully 
examined, checked, and compared with hia 
consolidated cash acconnt, some idea of the 
etupcndousnaturd of tlie work" done inay bo 
arrived at. Daoh examiner, on' reaching 
the office in the morning, finds on' his desk 
an 'oblong box, that contains his day's 
work, which has been already sorted and 
arranged in alphabetical order by compe- 
tent messengers. He will take, perhaps, 
for his day|s work, all the tpNvns.and vil- 
iogc^ Sviloh range between the lellera A 
and C, with the exception of snch largo 
towns as Manchester and Liverpool, if any 
each should come within tho range of his 
letters ; for these are immenso accounts in 
themselves, and form one examiner's work 
done. As there arc about seven accounts 
to each postmaster — namely, the money 
order, savings bank, insurance, annuity, 
telegraph, dog and gun license, and stamp 
accounts — tho examiner ^vill have from 
eoven to eight hundred accounts to add up, 
tick, correct, initial, and compare within 
the short space of six hours. This is no 
child's play, espeoially as many of tho small 
cou&try ^postmasters generally manage to 
faave their affairs in u pretty pickle ; and 
to a novice entering upon the work ten 
Tiours are about the time it takes him to 
get through with it. — C/iambera' Journal. 



f THE ia.W OF KEAI, ESTATE. 

The absolute title of all lands, streams 
nnd lakes rests in the Government It; 
never wholly releases its claims. The law 
of eminent domain gives the sovereign 
power the right at any time, when neccs- 
eary, to take back to itself any property 
.before patented. Subject to that right, 
however, tho person who receives a certain 
quantity of land has the absolute titlo 
Bgainst.the whole world. 

He may lose it : 

1st, By being convicted of treason. 

2d. By non-payment of taxes. 

8d. By sale on execution. 

4th. By allowing another person to re- 
main in indisputcd possession, claiming to 
own it twenty years. 

He may pa.ss in to another : 

1st. By sale and deed. 

2d. By gift and deed. 

8d. By wUl, 

A will cm pass no titlo until after tho 
testator's death. 

If the owner of land dies leaving no will, 
the statute distributes his estate among hia 
nearest relatives and next of kin. If tho 
person has no relation or kin, hia property, 
real and personal, goes to the State. 

No contract or agreement for the sale of 
lands, or any interest whatever in real estate, 
fs binding, unless in writing, signed by the 
person to be bound; excepting a lease, not 
to exceed one year, may bo made by verbal 
•yjntract, and will be binding. 

When an agreement between two persons 
Is reduced to writing and sig^ned' by the 
parties, they will bo bound by tho terms of 
the writing unless tho other party can show 
trand or mistake in tho transactioa A 

forty will be held to his agreement unless 
e can show beyond a doubt that there was 
a mistake in drawing up tho writing or tho 
other party was guilty of fraud. For this 
reason parties shouldu.se extra care to have 
their whole and entire agreement reduced 
to writing, if any part is written. 



THK NEGBO CHEATED BEFOEE ADAM. 

Prof. Alexander Winchell, of Syracuse 
University, has reprinted in pamphlet form, 
with Oio title Adamites and Pre-Adamites, 
an essay originally published by him in the 
Nbrtliern ChrisUan Advocate, designed to 
show that the negro race was in existence 
on this globe long before the tirae'of Xdam. 
He favors, also, reforming tho ' popularly 
received chronology, and would place the 
creation described in Genesis 10,500 years 
before tho birth of Abraham, or 14,378 
years before the present era. At the same 
tame he would bring down the stone and 
lake-dwelling ages to within a period of not 
more than 6,000 years ago. In this way, 
he thinks, tho Biblical record can bo made 
to agree with the established facts of mod- 
em ethnological philological and geologi- 
ir cal research. Some special interest attaches 
"to. his views, because the publication of 
them has led to his dismissal from the Van- 
derbilt University, at Nashville, Tcnn., 
where, in addition to his Syraouso pro- 
fessorship, ho held the ch.air of historical 
geology and zoology. In spite of his earnest 
protestation of orthodoxy, the President of 
the university insisted that he was a 
.xeyqlntionist, and an enemyipf ■ ". the plan 
of redemption," and ;he had to go.

THE DEAD QTJEEH 



There seems to bo a fatal star shining 
over SpnniHh royalty. The position of the 
Kings of Spain has at all times been pre- 
carious enough ; but the fate of the Queens 
is i^ssibly BtUl worse," ^-Natural calamities 
}oiiOn]j^their lives ttolitieal disosterB. Ex- 
.(^a^ir Christina isuvingtHe life 'bf an exile 
in'lWis. Ex-Queen.Isabella is in a like po- 
sition.. Ex-Queen Maria, wife of Amadeo, 
had to take to flight oat of ohild-bed, and, 
never having recovered from tho shock, 
died when barely thirty years old. And 
now Queen Jlaria de las Mercedes is car- 
ried away after only five montlis of wed- 
lock. 

Deep and siucere will be the popular sor- 
row both in Spain and outside, for it wa.s 
well known that the marriage of Alphonso 
XII. was not an ordinary royal union — it 
was a love match. Tho husband and wife, 
being in this cnse first cousins, were brought 
up together. Their affection for each 
other overcame all political difficulties, and 
even tho animosity of their parents. Queen 
|l8abella detests tho Duke of, Moupensier, 
who con.spired with Serrano and Topeto for 
overthrow in 1808. She has ever since 
objected to her son having anything to, do 
with the family of her brother- in-law.; yet 
Alphonso's attachment to his cousin stood 
unshaken. Ho was separated from her 
for over s-ix years; but . the .moment ho 
came to ))owor and was enabled to return 
to Spain, ho declared that his personal 
Bj-mpathif.s .should not bo regulated either 
by Cabinet Miuisters or by his relations, 
and that ho would not marry any woman 
except the one ho had loved f roin his dhOd- 
hood. 

Strangely enough, this lovo match came 
to be the realization of an old political 
scheme It wius always the dream of tho late 
King Loui.s Phillippe to make an alliance 
between his dynasty and that of tho Span- 
ish Bourbons. Almost every one of his 
sons was in turn proposed as tho husband 
of the young and then maiden Queen Isa- 
bella ; bub England put in her veto. In-,' 
tensely jc-albns of any increase of the power 
of Fronco, she declared that 'no -Prince of 
the reigTiinir' French dynasty shotild'be tho, 
consort of .the Queen ot Spain. The long 
contest which took place in regard to this 
subject between tho Cabinets of Guizot and 
Sir Robert Peel will always stand a memor- 
able p.igo in tho diplomatic history of 
Europe. It resulted in a victory for the 
English. Isabella was married to a man 
she dettsted, Don Francisco d' Assise, and 
by tho way of compensation to France, her 
sister, Maria Louisa, was allowed to become 
the wife of Louis Phillippe's youngest son, 
the Duke of Montpensior. 

'i'ho members of tho Orleans dynasty did 
not, hmvover, despair of attaining their 
object. From the beginning of Isabella's 
misrule they exerted all their efforts to put 
Montpensier upon the throne of Spain. 
But the Spaniards bated the French too 
intensely to give any hope of success to a 
scheme ..of this natuire. They refused to 
nocept hiin Ivon as a deputy in the Cortes. 

'A'ftcr 'this . defeat at the elections, tho 
Duke retired from political life and became 
a nantnjero, an orange merchant, as ho is 
popularly called, on account of the im- 
mense orange plantations he jiossesses 
around Seville, The constantly growing 
affection between his daughter nnd tho son 
of the ex- Queen made him evidently con- 
fident that, if he was unable to get the 
crown for himself, it would at all events 
be secured for one of his descendants. 

And he was not mistaken. On tho 2od 
of last January hia third daughter becamt 
the Queen of Spain. Tho nuptial cere- 
mony was performed in the ancient Church 
of Atopha. by the Cardinal Primate, assisted 
by the Patrioroh of the Indies and a long 
array of other 'dfitEgniehed pnests. Tho 
ceremony was of unusual splendor even for 
Spain, where pageantry is carried to absurd 
extravagance. The festivities throughout 
the country lasted five days; nnd nobody 
would have believed that five months latei 
tho nation would bo thrown into moummg,

A DiAMOiTD RoBBEHV Uxprh:cede\t- 
ED. — A Mr. Hawthorne who came 
hero from New York a few days ago 
on a visit, had an experience on Broad- 
way yesterday which is sim[)ly uiic 
paralleled. Setting ofl' his very hand- 
some dress was a $600 diamond pin, 
the diameter of which was about half 
an inch. While sauntering up Broad- 
way he stopped in front of Haggerty's 
produce establishment, and bent over a 
pile of coops to watch the antics of 
some of the chickens which were feed- 
ing.

then came ashore to see a magistrate. 

Augustus Farrier, chief mate of the 
vessel, deposed that he found the pros- 
ecutor fast asleep when ho ought to have 
been at work. \\'hen witness asked him 
why he had not turned out he replied with 
a volley of oaths and said he was going 
ashore to see a inagistr.ite. Witness told 
him not to go then and if he did bo would 
give him in ciiargo for leaving Uie ship 
without permission. The -prosecutor, 
nevertiieless, jumped .ashore and told wit- 
ncsH if he touched liiiii "he would knock 

liis head otr," and used a great deal 

of abusive laiiguaue to him. Witness did 
not SCO tho -iccond mate strike the pros- 
ecutor or iiusb him and did not hear him 
threaten to shoot hiui. 

His Honor said that ho did not consid- 
er tho ovidonco adduced sustained tho 
charge and the summons would therefore 
bo dismissed. 

A cross charge of assault laid by Powe 
against Bissart was also dismissed, as was 
a charge against Bissart of being absent 
from his shij) without leave. 

Somothingr for tlio 'Soard of Trado. 

In pursuance of a recent regulation of 
the San Francisco Pilot Hoard vessels 
clearing from that port for a foreign port 
are charged full pilot rates, whilst vessels 
clearing hence for foreign ports may 
escape witliout any pilotage at all. As a 
very iialural result vessels clearing at San 
Fraiici.sco foi- Nanaiino, Burrard Inlet or 
any other British Colninbia port are 
placed at a serioni disadvantage with 
vessels that clear f r an American |)ort. 
Consequently ves.' i-l.'i leaving San Fran- 
cisco for British Columbia have adopted 
the practice of clearing for Port Tovvnsend, 
where they secure liie services of an 
.-Vmerican tug and aro towed to the port of 
destination in tiiia I'rovince. By tliis 
arraiigeineiit t)io go-l)y is given to British 
in favor of .■Vmerican liTwl)oat.=i, and the 
former lie comparatively idle \vhilst tho 
latter are profitably employed. A rc- 
nionstriince sent to Ott.^wa has mot with 
prompt reply, and it is hoped that if a re- 
taliatory measure cannot be imposed that 
the action oT tho San Francisco Board 
will be shown to be illegal. Tho earnings 
of .\merican boats in these waters engag- 
ed in towing vessels to British porta have 
boon .as high as SO, 300 in two months.

London, Eng., Sept. 1st, 1879. 
Tho various strata of Enijlish society 
have been greatly .agitated during the 
past few days with an extraordinary 
variety of criminal sensations. In the 
first place the sitbstrdhhn coinpo.sed of 
the millions who gloat over the horrors 
of the penny awful has been upheaved 
from its foundation liy tiie hanging of 
Kate Webster, the monster who 
murdered her mistress and then at- 
tempted to boil down the corpse in 
order the more easily to got rid of it. 
The wretched woman was left to swing 
without any effort being made for a 
mitigation of her sentence, confessing 
her guilt on the gallows, and oxonor- 
atiug from all participation in the 
crime tho several parties she liad pre- 
viou.sly implicated. Then comes the 
sentence of death on j'oung Gerald 
JIainwaring, belonging to a well-known 
family, for shooting a policeman in 
Derby. lie had lived long enough in 
America to adopt tho diabolical habit 
of carrying loaded pistols and driving 
one day about tho streets of Derby, 
drunk, in company with a wonian also 
drunk, tlioy were arrested by a police- 
man and taken to tho station. .1 ust as 
Mainwaring was being put into a cell 
ho .suddenly turned and siiot one man 
dead and with a second discharge 
wounded another. The jury, consider- 
ing that to bo mad drunk is an "exten- 
uating circumstance," recommended the 
young man to the mercy of the court, 
and tho judge pi'onounced sentence of 
death upon him, which has been com- 
muted to penal servitude for life, a 
solemn warning to all foolish fellows 
who got drunk and carry pistols. And 
now comes the bonne-bouclie of scandal 
for the upper pon, tho great and ox- 
citing topic of discussion at tho Good- 
wood races during tho past week. The 
Hon. Capt. Wellesley, sou of Earl 
Cowloy, for many years Britisli Min- 
ister at Paris, has eloped with Kate 
Vaughan, the dancing girl. The gay 
Lothario who married a daughter of 
Lord Loftu.s,late jMinister at St. Peters- 
burg, is the father of several children 
and was military attaclii of the Russian 
Einbas.sy under his fathor-in-law, and 
his escapade has produced a profound 
sensation throughout all swelldom. 

I have before me some very startling 
statistics in regard to infant mortality 
in Paris. Only tliirty-fivo per cent, of 
the childi'en born in the "foremost city 
of civilization," as Victor Hugo calls 
it, survive the teeth-cutting period — 
that is, only thirty-fivo in a hundred 
live to a second birthday. The disci- 
ples of Malthus may regard this fear- 
ful mortality of the innocents, who 
come and vanish like snow-flakes, "'ere 
sin can blight or sorrow fade," as an 
encouraging fact. But, surely, there 
must bo very gross violations of tho 
laws of life and health to cause this 
Herodian slaughter, and to violate a 
law of nature is a sin. We need not 
look far to discover the nature of these 
criminal transgressions. Most children 
are conceived in sin and born in ini- 
quity. Worse still, the fountain of 
life, or where that fountain should be, 
the mother's bosom, is dried up — arti- 
fioially dried — by the fiat of fashion. 
"Great Nature's Nilo that rises higher 
than Egypt's river," is no longer per- 
mitted to flow, as in tho honest old 
days of Greece and Rome, when mo- 
ther's were proud of their babes. Now 
the disinherited infant, disappointed in 
its first thirst for life, is given to alien 
breasts for nourishment, the milk of 
cows, of goats, and of those unhappy 
Jilles viires, or girl mothers, who, with 
tlieir agitated and aching bosoms, 
throng the nurse-markets of Paris, in 
search of infants, selling their i*edun- 
dant and curdling milk, which can give 
neither health nor serenity — as the 
girls of Switzerland sell their super- 
fluous hair. And there are eleven of 
these milk-bureaux, where tiio supply 
is always greater than tho demand. A 
very large proportion of these sad ap- 
plicants come from the country, having 
got rid of their own ofTspring, legiti- 
mately or otherwise, while tho appli- 
cants for nurses are generally from tho 
haul monde. of Paris, fashionable mo- 
thers who blaspheme nature and insult 
the divine artist by pretending that 
letting their own milk flow injures the 
symmetry and beauty of form. On the 
contrary, it improves it, with a sump- 
tuous, maternal, Juno-like opulence, as 
every one of taste will certify. Child 
murder is a crime punished by law. 
There is a large and respectable society 
ill Pari.s, organized for the encourage- 
ment of mother-nursing. • The very ex- 
istence of this association, commenda- 
ble as it is, seems almost like a satire 
on woman. One would suppose that 
the tenderest, the pleasantcst and tho 
most sacred of all domestic duties — 
that of giving tho breast to tho new- 
born child in obedience to a law of na- 
ture, which is always a pleasure — would 
hardly require to bo enforced by a for- 
mal organization. Even Lady Mac- 
beth, half-masculine as she appears with 
her blood-stained hands, exclaims, with 
a touch of maternal ecstacy th.at never 
fails to thrill an audience: 

"I lave given .suck — 

And know lioiv Bwect it la to feci tlic babo tlial 

nillka me ! ' 

II sneniB rntlicr strange that the 
United States Government should ad- 
dress a circular to foreign governments 
on the subject of Mormonism at all; 
still more strange that it should go to 
the length of protesting against further 
Mormon emigration from England, 
Germany, Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark. Such a document is .said to be, 
however, on the way, and the respective 
governments are requested to disuade 
their subjects from "yielding to the in- 
ducements of the Mormon mission- 
aries." This is all very well, and no 
doubt according to the laws of the 
United States bigamy is a criminal of- 
fence. But the right place to begin to 
put a stop to it is in Utah. To at- 
tempt to prevent the landing of Mor- 
mons is absurd. . The people will come 
in as'ordinaryvemigrwit go 
on ill tib? w^al "way to the " Mormon 



settlements. Mormonism had its origin 
in A.merica and if the law were enforc- 
ed there polygamy would soon come to 
an end, but the truth is that ilormon- 
ism is^ot so easily stamped out. To 
confess the failure openly would not 
suit the Federal Government, so it re- 
sorts to this roundabout method of 
action. It is, however, too much to 
expect that foreign governments will be- 
stir themselves to accomplish indirectly 
what the Americans ought- to do on 
their own account.
